After the war in Tonquin a largo number of 
disbanded soldiers were sent to Hainan, and aa 
thay could get nothing to do and appear to have 
been allowed to retain thair arms, they shortly 
commonced.looting tho'villages in tho district of 
Ching Mai. This was in Pobruary last, and 
after some collisions betwean thom and the 
troops, the Taotai ot Kiungohow at length 
came to.-an, agreamont with these men to 
transport ‘them, some sighteon hundred in 
nowber, to a place near Pakboi. Before 
doing so, however, he had to rafer the matter 
to ‘Cunton, and tho answer was so long 
delayed that when it arrived only fout hundred 
of the men wore to be found, the remainder 
having retired to the: monntains of the interior. 
The remaining four hundred thon rofnsed to 
leave, and (he rebellion soon assumed ‘larger 
proportions, some threa to four. thonsand Hak ; 
kas joining the malcontents, ‘The Hakkas are j 
always ready for a fray, and although ro- 
dnevd to «mbmission o few years ago they 
have noyer been really loyal to the Authorities. 
Meantime the local forces wore qilite inadegnate 
to cops with the insurgents, who oocapied and | 
plundered areral towns and advanced to within 
thirteon miles of Hoihow.
